Nixon told a nationally televised 
news conference that the new prosecu­ 
tor, to replace fired Archibald Cox, 
would be named by Acting Attorney 
General Robert H. Bork. 
‘‘He will have independence, he will 
have total cooperation of the executive 
branch and he will have permanent 
responsibility to bring 
this matter 
which has so long concerned the Amer­ 
ican people, to bring it to a expeditious 
conclusion,” Nixon said. 
‘‘It is time for those who are guilty 
to be prosecuted; it is time for those 
who are innocent to be cleared.” 
Nixon also said that a White House 
counsel had consulted with Chief U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica earlier 
Friday and had arranged to meet with 
Sirica Tuesday to discuss delivery of 
secret tape recordings and other White 
House documents bearing on the scan­ 
dal to the court. 
Abandoned fight 
Nixon on Tuesday abandoned his 
three-month fight to keep the tapes se­ 
cret and said he would comply fully 
with the orders of two federal courts to 
surrender them to Sirica for review 
and probable submission to the Water­ 
gate grand jury.

Wiggins made his comments during 
a press conference here at City Hall. 
Wiggins, R-25th Dist., is one of 17 re­ 
publicans on the committee. There are 
21 committee Democrats. 
Wiggins said that Ford “ should be 
judged on his qualifications, not his 
ideology,” but )<e does not think this will 
happen. 
"There are many in Congress who 
view the nomination of Ford harshly 
because lie is not a Democrat, and they 
want someone who is more in line with 
their ideology,” Wiggins remarked. 
Works with President 
"The vice president is a part of the 
administration, and to be worthy of 
this position he must be working in 
tandem with the President.” 


The contested tapes are considered a 
key toward unraveling the Watergate 
puzzle and determining who has been 
telling tha truth about the bugging of 
Democratic party headquarters at the 
Watergate and its subsequent cover-up. 
Ousted White House Counsel John W. 
Dean III has testified publicly under 
oath he believes Nixon was part of the 
cover-up plot, a charge Nixon denies. 
Asked whether he would allow the 
new special prosecutor to go to court 
to subpoena White House documents, 
Nixon said. "I would anticipate that 
would not be necessary'.” 
In light of negotiations over the Wa­ 
tergate tapes, Nixon said, *'We found 
that these are matters that can be 
worked out and not by a suit being 
filed ...” 
Citing precedents from Presidents 
George Washington and Thomas Jeffer­ 
son, Nixon said every president has 
sought to protect the confidentiality of 
presidential papers. 
He said the matter of the tapes had 
concerned him because they repre­ 
sented an “encroachment” of that 
privacy and the need to protect the 
confidentiality of future presidents. 
At the same time, he said Cok, who 
was fired last Saturday at Nixon s or­ 
ders, felt he needed the tapes for the 
Watergate investigation. 
Because of this dispute, Nixon said, 
"We worked out a workable compro­

He said the House Democratic lea­ 
dership has repudiated the view of hol­ 
ding Ford as a "hostage,” but does not 
think they are sincere.

“ This country has a public interest 
in having a President and a Vice 
President,” Wiggins said. “It would 
not be fair to the country to start its 
vice president out under a cloud." 
Concerning 
impeachment, 
Wiggins 
said the law is unclear because it has 
seldom been used. But, impeachment 
is "not to be used to punish for politic­ 
al judgment,” Wiggins warned. 
He said the firing of Watergate spe­ 
cial prosecutor Archibald Cox, sending 
troops into Cambodia, and the con­ 
tainment of Congressionally approved 
funds-—three issues which opponents of 
the President cite as grounds for im­ 
peachment—amount to "an exercise of 
judgment,” and not the basis for im­ 
peachment. 


V i c e C h a i r m a n Howard Baker, 
R-Tenn., approved, and that Cox was 
the only participant who rejected the 
compromise. 
"I had no choice but to dismiss him 
(Cox).” Nixon added. 
Richardson,

than fire Cox, said he had not given 
his approval to the compromise Nixon 
announced one week ago.

WASHINGTON (UP!) -Responding 
to Soviet moves which eased tensions 
between the superpowers in the Middle 
East, President Nixon Friday removed 
America’s nuclear strike forces and air 
defense forces from the alert they had 
been on for more than 24 hours. 
Nixon, in a nationally televised news 
conference, said the chances for a per­ 
manent peace in the Middle East are 
perhaps "the best in 20 years” because 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
agreed to “expedite” direct negotia­ 
tions between the Arabs and the Is­ 
raelis. 


Nixon said he and Soviet leader Leo- 
rid I. Brezhnev exchanged a series of 
messages Thursday, and arrived at an 
agreement that neither nation would 
honor Egypt’s request for Soviet and 
American military personnel to police 
cease fire lines in the Middle East. 
Nixon said he would characterize the 
communications 
with 
Brezhnev 
as 
"very tough.” 
Nixon’s announcement of a major re­ 
duction in the alert ordered for Ameri­ 
ca’s 2.3 million military personnel was 
an indication that the threat of milita­ 
ry confrontation between the United 


States and Russia was passed. 
“The alert has already been dis­ 
continued with regard to NORAD (The 
North American 
Air Defense Com­ 
mand) and with regard to SAC (the 
Nuclear 
armed 
strategic 
air com­ 
mand),” Nixon said. 
“As far as the other forces are con­ 
cerned, they are being maintained in a 
state of readiness. The Soviets are 
maintaining some of their forces in a 
state of readiness.” 
SAC makes up America’s nuclear 
strike force of bomber and missile 
crews. NORAD provides America with 


defense against enemy air attack.

James R. Schlesinger had announced 
the 36,000 U.S. troops in Alaska, Cen­ 
tral America and South America were 
taken off alert at midnight Thursday. 
Nixon did not say when the nuclear 
and air defense forces came off of 
alert.

CHINO — The lay advisorv com­ 
mittee of Chino General Hospital unan­ 
imously accepted the protest resigna­ 
tion of Dr. Carroll Herrmann as chief 
of iStaft Thursday afternoon and sup­ 
ported the hospital adm inistrator in a 
conflict that has brewed for months 
with dootors. 
Dr. Herrmann and Dr. Clifton E. 
Sanborn of Upland who had served as 
chairman of pediatrics both submitted 
their 
resignations 
to 
adm inistrator 
Gary 
Jones 
Wednesday 
when 
no 
agreement could be reached on em er­ 
gency room policy. The two doctors re­ 
main as hospital staff members. 
Dr. George W. Wilson was appointed 
acting chief of staff. 
In a luncheon meeting, Jones briefed 
the seven members of the advisory 
committee on a conflict between ad­ 
ministration and medical staff over a 
rule In the bylaws of the medical staff. 
That rule did not permit the em er­ 
gency 
room 
physician 
to 
admit 
a 
patient to the hospital from the emer-

gency room. Jones requested that the 
doctors amend the rule in late Septem­ 
ber, but no action was taken, the ad­ 
m inistrator claimed. 
Subsequently, the medical staft rec­ 
ommended the use of a roster. Under 
this, the emergency room physician 
had to phone the doctors listed until 
one called would agree to come to 
Chino General and admit the patient. 
This became a long and tedious task, 
said Jones and Uinda Spencer, director 
of nursing, and sometimes contributed 
to medical and emotional difficulties to 
patients. 
As request to permit the emergency 
doctor with a private practice to admit 
patients if necessary was submitted to 
the medical staff late this month after

ween attorneys for both sides. 


Young Kolar died in a cell at the 
heriffs station after being seized by 
leputies sent to the 6100 b’eck of N. 
jdodway Drive, Azusa, to investigate 
eports of a prowler. 


Deputy Alfred J. Meisel and Cadet 
Oennis R. Ingersoll reported that when 
hey arrived they found neighbors pin- 
ting Kolar to the ground. The officers 
tdmitted 
later 
using 
a 
nightstick 
igainst Kolar’s throat during the riae 
o the station, but said they did so to 
ubdue him because he had been vio- 
ent. 


Kolar collapsed a few minutes after 


arrival and could not be revived. An 
autopsy reportedly attributed the death 


to a number of causes, including in­ 
juries suffered in the choking, extreme 
exertion, drug intoxication and a con­ 


genital heart ailment. 


But the victim ’s father maintained 


that a copy of the autopsy report he 
obtained m ade no mention of con­ 
genital heart ailment, and he blames 
his son's death exclusively on the man­ 


ner in which he was handled by arre-t- 
ing officers. Kolar has said he seeks 


the judgment, so the sheriffs depart­ 
ment can be shown to have been at 


fault in the case and so that tne way 
arrested persons are handled may be 


changed. 


The death was investigated by both 
the sheriff’s homicide detail and by the

attorney’s special

According to Jones, Chino General 
Hospital had suftered losses of $600,000 
during its first year of operation, lar­ 
gely due to the emergency room con­ 
flict. He ^poke of the conflicts between 
the hospital and the community due to 
the emergency room service. 
‘‘It is obvious that the community 
needs more continuity of care and sup­ 
port from its staff mem bers to provide 
it. Feeling the rule restricts our ability 
to act, it was eliminated in the best 
interests of our patients. This is the 
first positive step that Chino General 
Hospital has made in some tim e,” he 
said. 
“ I was spending $175,000 a year to 
put a physician in the emergency room 
who was restricted in the care of his 
patients. What we’re saying is untie 
our hands and we’ll do some good. 1 
don’t want to get in all-out w ar with 
the doctors because that’s not going to 
help us either. But after a year we 
should be going, we shouldn’t be hav­ 
ing these types of problems. We recog­ 
nize the need for a larger medical 
community and that’s what we’re try­ 
ing to do. I’m here to see that this 
hospital serves this com munity.” 
Ben Burrell, chairm an of the advis­ 
ory committee, was em phatic in his 
support of Jones’ action. 
“ It was necessary to change the rule 
vo 
the 
emergency 
room 
physician 
could hovpitalize patients if they need 
hospitalization. In my estimation, this 
situation (otherwise) has been unwar­ 
ranted. It’s a necessity. Otherwise this 
hospital is going to fail and it must 
not. It’s too im portant.” 
Dr. Wilson, who will serve as acting 
chief of staff during the interim period 
before the official selection of a succes­ 
sor to Dr. Herrm an, was confident of 
the future of Chino General. 
“ I don’t think that what has taken 
place changes the hospital staff m a­ 
keup a great deal. I don’t think that 
this represents any chance in philoso­ 
phy of the hospital ownership or its 
board of directors. Their one basic con­ 
cern is the provision of a quality 
health care facility to the community 
with the best professional 
coverage 
available. 
The 
board 
of 
directors’ 
move here is aimed at improving the 
hospital’s nosition in the community,” 
Dr. WiNon said. 
Dr. Herrmann is on a hunting trip in 
Montana and was not available for 
comment.

up to about the age of 12 
could suffer neck and spinal 
cord injuries during sudden 
braking. But General Motors 
says it has “no field accident ; 
evidence showing that use of

All automakers recommend 
using special child restraint 
systems for children up to 
tour or five years of age. 
The new ignition interlock 
system requires front-seat oc­ 
cupants to buckle up the com­

T r a n s p o r t a t i o n Safety 
(ACTS) — said Ford and Gen­ 
eral Motors have not included 
any warning in the owners’ 
manuals of the alleged built- 
in hazard.

ACTS thinks similar war­ 
nings should be prominent in 
ail operating manuals.

that children under four use 
special seats. 
“ Over that age, they should 
be seated on a firm cushion, 
three inches or less in height, 
with the adult lap belt fas­ 
tened over their hips," she 
said. “ If a child must ride in 
the front seat of a 1974 car, 
the shoulder belt should be 
slipped behind his back until 
he is tall enough to wear the 
belt properly.”

(UPI) —Pioneer 10, launched 
seven months ago and now 
farther from Earth than any 
spacecraft has 
ever gone, 
may be destroyed by the ti­ 
tanic forces of the giant pla­ 
net Jupiter, scientists said 
recently. 
Radiation 
and 
electrical 
fields of greater force than 
any near Earth await Pioneer 
10 in the next several weeks 
and could ruin its working 
components, warned Dr. Fred 
Scarf and B.J. O’Brien, of 
TRW systems. 
TRW built Pioneer tor 
N A S A . 
It was 
launched 
March 3, 1972, bound, on the 
first leg of its journey, to 
Jupiter 
620 
million 
miles 
away. 
The mission plan then cal­ 
led for it to swing around 
Jupiter, gaining speed from 
the crack-the-whip impetus of 
the planet’s gravity, and head 
on to bypass Saturn. It will 
inevitably, in the years to 
come, become the first man- 
made object to leave the so­ 
lar system, sailing past the 
orbit of Pluto into the vast 
r e a c h e s 
of 
interstellar 
space. 
Scientists hope to maintain 
radio contact with it until 
1979. when it will be 1.5 bil­ 
lion miles away. 


It is estimated that it will 
reach the vicinity of the star 
A 1 d e b a r t n in 1.7 million 
years. The 560-pound probe 
has affixed to its side a plate, 
showing a nude man and 
woman and scientific symbols 
indicating the location of the 
Earth, to reveal its origin and 
the existence of human beings 
in case it should attract the 
attention of intelligent beings 
e l s e w h e r e on a journey 
through space oi millions of 
years. 
But scientists have now be­ 
come increasingly skeptical 
that Pioneer 10 can pass un­ 
scathed through Jupiter’s ra 
diation belt, which studies in­ 
dicate may be a million times 
stronger than Earth’s, Scarf 
said. 
‘ ‘ S u c h radiation could 
change the molecular struc­ 
ture of Pioneer’s systems and 
components, 
like 
radiation 
damage to the cornea of a hu­ 
man eye, changing It from 
transparent to transluscent,” 
Sca^f said. 
“ B e f o r e the spacecraft 
faces the radiation threat, 
however, it is expected to en­ 
counter the hazard of asso­ 
ciated electrical fields that 
could cause arcing on the 
probe that could bum out 
transistors and destroy sys­ 
tems and even Imitate false 
commands to the probe.”

Prothro 
was fired. 
Carroll Rosenbloom’s rookie 
head coach should have his 
head in the clouds but he 
doesn’t.

Long hours are his long 
suit. 
He also may be even more 
intense than George Allen of 
the Washington Redskins. 
“ I think I’m intense in the 
sense that I know we have to 
have a good week’s prepara­ 
tion for the Minnesota Vik­ 
ings,” Knox said early in the 
week. “ If that’s intense, I 
guess I am.

—Although mis­ 
sionary Archie Mitchell was 
captured by the Viet Cong 11 
years ago while serving as 
rhe director of a leprosarium 
in Ban Me Thout, South Viet­ 
nam, his wife and four chil­ 
dren still have faith that he is 
alive and will return home to 
them. 
Mrs. Mitchell, a tall and at­ 
tractive 
brunette, 
said 
she 
has no doubt that her hus­ 
band will return even though 
h i s 
name 
didn’t 
appear 
among those released by the 
government this year as cap­ 
tives of the Viet Cong. 
“I know, I just know he is 
alive,” 
Mrs. 
Mitchell 
said 
during an interview this week 
in Chino where is is visiting 
in preparation for her appear­ 
ance Friday Nov. 2 at a mis­ 
sionary 
conference 
at 
the 
Neighborhood Church in On­ 
tario. 
Mrs. Mitchell said that af­ 
ter the Viet Cong soldiers had 
ransacked 
their 
home 
and 
bound her husband and led 
him away, she returned to the 
livingroom 
cluttered 
with 
strewn belongings to find her 
Bible on the floor and open to 
a verse in Zechariah Chapter 
9:12. 
“Turn you to the strong 
hold, ye prisoners of home” 
has 
been 
Mrs. 
Mitchell’s 
promise from God that her 
husband will return. She said 
this promise has sustained 
her these past 11 years and 
again renewed her faith early 
this year when her husband’s 
name was omitted from the 
list of war prisoners. 
Mrs. Mitchell recalled that 
she had placed her youngest 
daughter in bed that night in 
1962 and her husband was 
leading family devotions when 
the Viet Cong crashed into 
their residence in the leprosa­ 
rium 
compound. 
The 
com­ 
pound is located in a jungle 
area about 10 miles from Ban 
Me Thout and about 150 north 
of Saigon in the central high­ 
lands of South Vietnam. 
The Mitchells had served 
two terms as missionaries in 
Vietnam 
for 
the 
Christian 
Missionary Alliance denomi- 


nation but had been at the 
leprosarium only two months. 
“We hadn’t been there long 
enough to learn the local trib­ 
al language and couldn’t un­ 
derstand what the soldiers 
were saying at first. My hus­ 
band later communicated to 
them in the Vietnamese lang­ 
uage. 
“The 
soldiers 
used 
the 
bayonets on their guns to cut 
the screen door to enter the 
house. 
At first 
they 
were 
going to take both of us and 
they tied my hands also, but 
a man standing in the shadows 
of a building in the compound 
who 
the 
children 
and 
I 
couldn’t see clearly, answered 
my husband’s pleas and told 
the soldiers to let me remain 
with our children. 
“The children stood with 
me in the yard when the sol­ 
diers took their father away.” 
Mrs. Mitchell said the sol­ 
diers also took a young Amer­ 
ican 
worker, 
Dan 
Gerber, 
who was in Vietnam as a rep­ 
resentative of the Mennonite 
denomination. 
Gerber 
has 
also been missing since 1962. 
Missionaries in the com­ 
pound were aware that the 
Viet Cong were active in the 
area, Mrs. Mitchell said, but 
they felt that the soldiers 
would 
bypass 
the 
leprosa- 
r i u m . 
She 
said 
several 
bridges were destroyed by the 
Viet Cong near the compound 
several days before her hus­ 
band was captured. She said 
one reason the missionaries 
felt safe is that the Viet Cong, 
like most people are fearful 
of heing near persons af­ 
flicted with leprosy and usual­ 
ly kept their distance. 
Later on in the war, the 
missionary said the Viet Cong 
discovered that the military 
didn’t fire on the compound 
and Viet Cong soldiers often 
camped near it as a safe ha­ 
ven from the bombs and gun­ 
fire. 
Mrs. Mitchell made the de­ 
cision in 1962 to remain in 
Vietnam with her four chil­ 


dren to continue her 
hus­ 
band’s work. The family was 
moved 10 miles away from 
the jungle compound to a 
clinic established in the vil­ 
lage of Ban Me Thuot. 
She said the Viet Cong per­ 
mitted the jungle compound 
clinic to continue but it has 
been operated by the Vietna­ 
mese and supplied by missio­ 
naries at the work in Ban Me 
Thuot. 
This is the second time the 
family has been in the United 
States on furlough since 1962. 
They fortunately were in the 
United States during the TET 
offensive in 1968 when five 
missionaries lost their lives 
there.

—One of the little known side 
effects of many drugs is that 
they can depress appetites or 
rob the body of vital nutrients 
and even lead to malnutrition 
in some cases. 


Dr. Daphne A. Roe, acting 
dean of the Cornell University 


Graduate School of Nutrition, 
said the problem is largely 
preventable if additional vita­ 
mins or other nutrients a n 
prescribed 
along 
with 
the 
drug. But first, she said, the 
situation must be recognized. 
“ Physicians, as far as 1 can 
tell, are almost totally una­ 
ware of the problem.” 
Dr. 


Roe said at a recent seminar 
on nutrition sponsored by the 
Vitamin Information Bureau. 
“ In considering the ranpe 
of therapeutic agents which 
can impair nutritional status, 
we should be alerted to the 
fact that most of the drugs 
implicated are used by large 
groups of people for the treat- 


ment of disease, to control 
a b n o r m a l behavior or to 
check population growth.” 
One class of drugs, 
am ­ 
phetamines, has been 
used 
for years to suppress the ap- 
p e t i t e s of obese persons. 
Recently, however, the sam e 
type of stimulants has been 
used to control behavioral dif­ 


ficulties of hyperactive chil­ 
dren. 
“ Investigation of a group of 
children so created has reve­ 
aled growth retardation w;th 
c a t c h u p growth occurring 
only with discontinuation of 
the drug treatm ent,” Dr. Roe 
said. “While it is suspected 
that the growth retardation 
may be due to diminished 
food intake, this has not yet 
been proven.” 


She said numerous drug» 
can decrease the body’s ab­ 
sorption of nutrients, result to 
the loss of vitamins or pré- 
vent the body from utilizing 
vitamins. 
One of the most widely used 
drugs which can result 
to 
vitamin deficiencies are con­ 
traceptive pills. Dr. Roe said 
there is laboratory evidence 
that the pill can lead to a 
deficiency in folic acid.

Meeker said there is no or­ 
ganization which serves as a

American zoos so there is no 
quick way to determine if the 
stork is missing from somew­ 
here.

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20 days of Mideast anxiety haunt U.S., Soviets 
Mideast war 
# 
casts a shadow

WASHINGTON (UPI) - F o r 
20 days the United States and 
Soviet Union both apparently 
sought tt> avoid a direct con­ 
frontation of the nuclear su­ 
perpowers in the Middle East, 
lhen, for a day, they were 
eye to eye. 
the full story of what led to 
this—just what the 
Soviets 
[did, what they privately said 
and the full details of U.S. 
decision making—has not been 
¡revealed. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger Thursday 
held back many details. 
The magnitude of the con­ 
frontation was plain. 
The National Security Coun­ 
cil met in the middle of the 
night, and a president beset 
with domestic troubles beyond 
| compare acted on its recom­ 
mendation and ordered a gen- 
B eral U.S. military alert. 
The big nuclear bombers of 
the Strategic Air Command 
B were put in 
a 
heightened 
state of readiness. Air de­ 
fense units were summoned 
to duty. From 
Ft. 
Bragg, 
N.C., to the plains of central 
Germany, thousands of Amer­ 
ican infantrymen were war­ 
ned they might face imminent 
Combat in the desert. 
’ The crisis demonstrated the 
intricate relationship between 
the battlefield and diploma- 
fcy. 
Here, as far as can be re­ 
constructed at liiis point is 
what happened: 
It began at 6 a.m. Oct. 6, 
when the telephone rang in 
Kissinger’s 35th floor suite at 
the Waldorf Astoria hotel in 
New York. 
The news could not have 
been more surprising. Kissi­ 
nger, who had met on the 
preceding two days with both 
Egyptian 
Foreign 
Minister 
Mohammed el-Zayyat and his 
I s r a e l i counterpart, Abba 
Eban, and had not had the 
slightest hint of impending 
conflict, was informed that 
hostilities in the Middle East 
between Arabs and Israelis 
were imminent. 
His first reaction was to 
call President Nixon in Key 
Biscayne, Fla. After a brief, 
1:30 a.m. conference the two 
men agreed that Kissinger’s 
first effort should be to try to 
head off the possibility of 
war. 
Over the next three hours, 
Kissinger called Eban, Zay- 
yat, U.N. Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim, Soviet Am­ 
bassador Anatoly Dobrynin, 
C h i n e s e delegation chief 
Huang Chen, 
and 
Security 
; Council 
president Sir Law­ 
rence Mc|ntyre. He also cab­ 
led King Hussein of Jordan 
and King Faisal of 
Saudi 
Arabia. 
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Nowhere, however, could he 
find a lever powerful enough 
to stall off the outbreak of 
fighting. By 9 a.m. New York 
time, with 
Egyptian 
tanks 
and troops pouring into the 
Sinai desert over a dozen pon­ 
toon bridges hastily 
strung 
across the Suez canal, and 
Syrian armor punching into 
the Golan heights, the die was 
cast. 
W ith the armies irrevocably 
commited on all sides, the 
United States had little choice 
over the next seven days but 
to wait until the military si­ 
tuation began to resolve it­ 
self—and in the meantime to 
do all it could to avoid getting 
either itself or the Russians 
directly involved. 
W'hile the Egyptians pushed 
deeper into Sinai and the Sy- 
r i a n s successfully overran 
parts of the Golan heights on 
Oct. 7, Kissinger asked for a 
U.N. Security Council meet­ 
ing, convened the so-called 
Washington 
Special 
Action 
Group of second-echelon mi­ 
litary and diplomatic plan­ 
ners, 
and 
conferred 
again 
with Dobiynin, Eban, Zayyat 
and Waldheim. The 
United 
States 
also 
pointedly 
ref­ 
rained from resupplying the 
Israelis, although word of a 
Russian arms airlift became 
public. 
Perhaps the most encourag­ 
ing result ot the early U.S. 
initiatives was a public state­ 
ment from the Soviets on Oct. 
8 that they shared a desire to 
limit the conflict. Neverthe­ 
less, the Russians walked out 
of a Security Council meeting 
the next day to protest an Is­ 
raeli air strike that ruined the 
Soviet cultural center in Da­ 
mascus, and on the 12th they 
t h r e a t e n e d serious con-/ 
sequences when the Israelis 
sank one of their ships in a 
Syrian harbor. 
Somewhat more ominously, 
they stepped up their airlift 
despite a statement from Kis­ 
singer that the resupply effort 
could “put a new face on” 
the conflict. As late as the 
1 2 t h Kissinger maintained 
that the Soviets were cooper­ 
ating to prevent escalation. 
He declined to judge them 
“irresponsible.” 
At least part of the reason 
for Kissinger’s public cordial­ 
ity was the fact that he was 
trying behind the scenes for 
agreement 
on 
a 
Security 
Council cease-fire resolution. 
That effort failed on Oct. 13 
“for a variety of reasons in­ 
cluding, perhaps, a misassess- 
ment of the military situation 
by some of the participants,” 
Kissinger said Thursday. 
In plain language what Kis­ 
singer meant was that the 
Arabs, euphoric over their 
early victories, did not fo­ 
resee the punishment 
they 
were about to receive at the 
Israelis’ hands. 
Their new SAM6 and SAM7 
missiles 
had 
helped 
shoot 
down perhaps a quarter of 
the Israeli air force and had 
denied Israeli ground troops 
the absolute air superiority 
they enjoyed in the 1967 war. 
The armor the Soviets had 
supplied 
them 
in 
massive 
quantities had given them an 
apparent edge on the ground. 


Most important of all, per­ 
haps, their armies had proved 
able to stand and fight, in­ 
stead of running away as they 
had done six years before. 
“At that point, on Saturday, 
O c t . 
13,” 
Kissinger 
said 
Thursday, “the President de­ 
cided that the United States 
w o u l d 
have 
to 
start 
a 
resupply effort of its own, and 
the United States, from that 
time 
on, 
has 
engaged 
in 
maintaining the military ba­ 
lance...in order to bring about 
the negotiated settlement we 
had sought.” 
The State Department said 
on Oct. 14 the United States 
had concluded neither side 
wanted to quit and its only 
recourse was to wait a few 
days. 
After 
the 
Egyptian 
Sinai offensive had run its 
course, 
the 
United 
States 
could try again. 
Though U.S. officials gave 
no hint of it, they must have 
had some idea what was com­ 
ing. 
The 
Israelis, 
having 
made a good deal of noise 
about the fact that, in Moshe 
Dayan’s 
words, 
“ the 
road 
that leads from Damascus to 
Tel Aviv is the same road 
that leads from Tel Aviv to 
Damascus,” had pushed 20 
miles into Syria 
and then 
stopped. 
They had secured 
the northern border, and now 
were 
preparing 
to 
“break 
some bones” on 
the 
Sinai 
front. 
On the 15th U.S. planes start­ 
ed flying ammunition, s p a r e 
parts and ultimately 
tanks 
and planes to Israel. “Con­ 
currently.” 
said 
Kissinger, 
‘ ‘ we informed the 
Soviet 
Union that our 
interest in 
working out an acceptable so­ 
lution 
still 
remained 
very 
strong.” On the 16th a small 
Israeli force drove a wedge 
between the two armies on 
the East bank of the Suez and 
punched across the waterway 
into Egypt proper. 


Though the Egyptians tried 
to minimize the significance 
of he crossing, there is no 
doubt that the Russians saw 
the danger instantly. The Is­ 
raeli force grew in a matter 
of days from a few tanks and 
a handful of men, to the size 
o f 
a 
full 
armored 
divi­ 
sion—300 
tanks 
and 
12,000 
troops. It quickly seized sever­ 
al 
hundred 
square 
miles, 
knocked 
out 
many 
missile 
sites and captured others, and 
spread north and south to 
seize 
the 
Egyptian 
supply 
roads up from Cario. 
On the 17th a worried So­ 


viet Premier Alexei Kosygin 
hastily flew to Cairo to see 
President Anwar Sadat. Even 
as they talked, it became 
clear that the Israelis at best 
were clearing a path through 
the Suez missile belt for their 
planes. At worst, they might 
t r a p the entire 
Egyptian 
army east of Suez.. 
On the 18th, with an Israeli 
victory 
of 
immense 
prop­ 
ortions 
in 
sight, 
Kissinger 
publicly called for a standstill 
cease-fire and immediate ne­ 
gotiations between the war­ 
ring parties on a permanent 
Middle East settlement. 
This plan seems to have 
been calculated to do two 
things: save the Arabs from a 
1967-style 
humiliation, 
and 
give the Israelis the direct ne­ 
gotiations they had been de­ 
manding since that victory. 
As 
several 
U.S 
officials 
made plain then and after, 
the Arabs could not afford to 
lose face as they had in 1967 
and still negotiate. Nor could 
the Soviets afford to let it 
happen to them, if they ex­ 
pected to retain the diplomat­ 
ic base they had worked so 
hard to acquire in the Middle 
East. 
Thus Soviet 
interests had 
b e c o m e 
d i r e c t l y 
in­ 
volved—and with them, a pos­ 
sible need for direct military 
action to stave off disaster. 
Kosygin returned to Mos­ 
cow on Oct. 19. bearing the 
bad tidings from 
the 
war 
front. 
Within 
hours 
Soviet 
Communist party Chairman 
Leonid Brezhnev dashed off 
an urgent message to Wash­ 
ington: 
send 
Kissinger 
at 
once to discuss the basis with 
us for a Middle East settle- 
m e n t . 
Kissinger 
barely 
stopped to pack his tooth­ 
brush before boarding an Air 
Force jet on the 20th. 
in two days of frantic nego­ 
tiating, 
Kissinger 
and 
the 
Russians hammered out "a 
tormuia which we believe was 
acceptable to all of the par­ 
ties and which we continue to 
believe represented a just so­ 
lution to this tragic conflict.” 
The formula was simple: 
—A standstill ceasefire effec­ 
tive Monday- b e f o r e the Is­ 
raelis could cut the last sup­ 
ply links to the Egyptian ar­ 
mies on the east bank. 
—Implementation of Security 
Council resolution 242 of No­ 
vember, 1967, which called for 
direct negotiations based on 
the principle of Israeli with­ 
drawal from the occupied ter­ 
ritories. 
—A renewed call for direct

The problems that led to 
Thursday’s crisis arose from 
the difficulty of putting the 
formula into effect. The prop­ 
osal was accepted by the Se­ 
curity Council early on Monday 
Oct. 22. The ceasefire was to 
take effect within 12 hours, 
ing. 
For one reason or another— 
the truth will probably always 
be 
shrouded 
in 
conflicting 
claims—neither side quit fir­ 
ing. Though the Israelis stood 
still for some hours, ultimate- 
aly they b2gan to move again. 
Pushing south, they 
seized 
the road and rail lines leading 
to Port Suez, main supply 
point for the Egyptian 3rd 
Army, Tuesday night and sur­ 
rounded the town itself on 
Wednesday. 
T h o u g h Kissinger made 
only veiled references to it in 
his news conference Thurs­ 
day, it seems to have been 
the fate of the 3rd Army, that 
brought the Russians close to 
the 
point 
of 
direct 
inter­ 
vention—and the direct con­ 
frontation with the Americans 
that both sides had so long 
sought to avoid. 
With the Egyptians begin 


ning 
to 
surrender 
because 
their food and water had been 
cut off, the Russians seem to 
have become convinced that 
the only way to stop the war 
short of absolute destruction 
of the 3rd Army was for the 
two big powers to jointly in­ 
tervene with enough force to 
separate the warring armies. 
The drama of confrontation 
over this proposal began very 
late Wednesday. Indeed, up to 
5 p.m. when Kissinger and 
Dobrynin had their first meet­ 
ing, the main subject of dis­ 
cussion was, by the secre­ 
tary’s own account, “prelim­ 
inary talks...about the site, 
participation and procedure” 
for the negotiations that were 
to follow the ceasefire. 
The first sign that someth­ 
ing had gone wrong came 
sometime after 10 p.m. Wed­ 
nesday, when Dobrynin called 
Kissinger to say a new mes­ 
sage had been received from 
Moscow. The Russian sent it 
to the State Department. 
Though Kissinger did not 
directly say what was in the 
message, he did reveal that it 
contained for the first time a 
Russian proposal for direct, 
joint intervention to enforce 
the cease-fire. The key point 
of the Russian position ap­ 
pears to have been the com­ 
plaint about what Kissinger 
euphemistically called “cer­ 
tain Israeli territorial gains” 
—the cutoff of the 3rd Army. 
Though Kissinger was not 
clear on the point, he indi­ 
cated in response to a ques­ 
tion that the Russians raised 
the possibility, 
that if the 
United States did not agree to 
intervene to save the 
3rd 


Army, the Soviets might have 
to do so unilaterally. 
Kissinger considered a joint 
intervention out of the ques­ 
tion. “ It is inconceivable that 
the forces of the great powers 
should be introduced in the 
numbers that would be neces­ 
sary to overpower both of the 
participants. It is inconcei­ 
vable that we should trans­ 
plant great power rivalry into 
the Middle East or alterna­ 
tively that we should impose 
a military condominium by 
the United States and the So­ 
viet Union,” he said Thurs­ 
day. 
But by now the crisis was 
on. He reacted to the veiled 
Soviet threat by summoning 
the National Security Council, 
a top-level group that in- 
e l u d e s Defense Secretary 
James R. Schlesinger, Central 
Intelligence Agency Director 
W i l l i a m Colby, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and other sen­ 
ior officials, to a midnight 
meeting in the White House. 
Before or during the NSC 
meeting, the United States 
p i c k e d up intelligence — 
p r e s u m a b l y via r a d i o 
monitors—of what Kissinger 
c a l l e d “certain readiness 
measures... that 
caused 
the 
President... to order certain 
precautionary measures to be 
taken by the United States.” 
Kissinger stressed several 
times on Thursday that there 
had been no actual Russian 
troon movements. “The So­ 
viet Union has not yet taken 
any irrevocable actkm,” he 
said. “We are not talking of 
threats that have been made 
against one another. We are 
not talking of a missile crisis

Lowe is serving a life term 
for first degree murder. 
Associate warden Alex Wil­ 
son says he understands why 
prison inmates don’t like the 
gas chamber, but there have 
been few complaints from 
tourists. 
“ Some 
who 
stop 
even seem to enjoy it,” he 
said. 
Twenty four men died in 
the block like chamber with 
quarter inch thick walls while 
it was in use from 1933 to 
1955. 
In 1955 when a new death 
house was built a modernized, 
one seat chamber was in­ 
stalled. 
“ Roy’s Penthouse,” 
which has three seats, was 
too big and ended up in the 
prison garden for a decade. 
Former Warden Wayne K. 
Patterson then moved it out­ 
side the penitentiary walls 
and into the park where it 
now stands. The glass win­ 
dows now gone, but the three 
seats in which men died re­ 
main. 
There is an inscription on 
the outside listing the execu­ 


tions the state has carried 
out, among them 45 by hang­ 
ing from 1890-1934. 
The first victim of the old 
chamber was William Cody 
Kelly, executed June 22, 1934, 
for murdering a pig farmer. 
Before Kelly died a hog, a 
dog, a pigeon and a brace of 
canaries were killed to test 
the chamber’s effectiveness. 
Although there has been no 
demand to remove the cham­ 
ber, Wilson said penitentiary 
officials have considered the 
idea. 
“ We have had some ideas 
about getting it out of the 
park and may eventually do 
so,” he said.

DEAR DR. LAMB — You 
recommended 
more 
coarse 
foods for constipation. Well, 
in my case I am not allowed 
coarse foods as I have diver- 
ticulosis 
or 
diverticulititis. 
Would you please 
explain 
what the difference is be­ 
tween the two words? I am 
worried as some people say 
diverticulosis is an inflamed 
colon and has to be operated 
on, while the other is not. I 
have attacks where my sto­ 
mach bloats, and I have pain 
on either side of the abdo­ 
men. Would you please write 
more about this as 1 am an­ 
xious about both. 
DEAR READER 
- Just 
keep in mind that in medicine 
“ osis” refers to a condition 
like tuberculosis while “ itis” 
means inflammation. Hence, 
the condition of small pockets 
along the colon is diverticu­ 
losis, and if one of them is 
inflamed it is diverticulitis. 
During an acute attack of 
inflammation or actual small 
perforation of a diverticulum, 
a soft diet or even no food is 
often prescribed until the con­ 
dition subsides. Sometimes, if 
a significant perforation ex­ 
ists, it is much like a perfo­ 
rated appendix, and then sur- 
jgery is indicated. Most of the 
l e s s severe 
inflammatory 
reactions though can be, and 
are, treated without surgery. 
After the acute attack is 
over then efforts toward prop­ 
er bowel training should be 
started. It was once believed 
that bland diets were the 
thing. More recently most doc­ 
tors who have been faced 
with these problems recom­ 
mend a diet that contains 
considerable amount of bulk. 
This is not a bland diet. It 
does not need to be spicy, of 
course. The object is to pro­ 
vide bulk so the colon will de­ 
velop normal action. There is 
more to it than this too, it is 
necessary to have a program 
of bowel training. The thought 
is that the diverticulosis is 
usually caused by poor bowel 
and diet problems to begin 
with, and this means eating 
iuods that have no residue for 
normal colon function, using 
harsh laxatives and being 
hung up on the idea that a 
bowel movement must occur 
every day. 
Conditions in the colon that 
result in spasm of the mus­ 
cles in the tube-like colon 
build up pressure within the 
colon and finally cause the 
small hernia pockets that are 
diverticula. Many of the sym­ 
ptoms that people with di­ 
verticula complain about are 
not even caused by the di­ 
verticula. Spasm and cramp­ 
ing of the bowel will cause 
bloating and pain even if no 
diverticula are present. 
Other people have diverti­ 
cula which cause no symp­ 
toms at all. I suspect that if 
>ou could separate the syrup 
toms from poor bowel fun­ 


ction from those that are re­ 
ally caused by diverticulosis 
that you would find only a 
small percentage of patients 
with diverticula who really 
have symptoms from them. 
I have received a lot of let­ 
ters from people asking what 
to do about their constipation 
problem since they also have 
diverticulosis. Current think­ 
ing is that there is no differ­ 
ence in the long term treat­ 
ment of the problems of spas­ 
tic colon, constipation and di­ 
verticulosis, they are all parts 
of the same elephant — ex­ 
cept in acute situations, such 
as inflammation, perforation 
or bleeding.

Managua, a Central Ameri­ 
can capital, was still in the 
process of recovering from a 
i atatrosphic quake that le­ 
veled much of the city Dec. 
23. An estimated 7,000 people 
were killed and 15,000 injured 
in that earthquake. 
The quake Thursday hit at 
7:05 a.m. and lasted about 
five seconds. 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
in Washington said the quake 
registered a magnitude of 6,2 
on the Richter Scale.

Mideast preparing for peace: Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UP!) —Responding 
to Soviet moves which eased tensions 
between the superpowers in the Middle 
East, President Nixon Friday removed 
America’s nuclear strike forces and air 
defense forces from the alert they had 
been on 
for more than 24 hours. 
Nixon, in a nationally televised news 
conference, said the chances for a per­ 
manent peace in the Middle East are 
perhaps “the best in 20 years” because 
the Lnited States and the Soviet Union 
agreed to “expedite” direct negotia­ 
tions between the Arabs and the Is­ 
raelis. 


Nixon said he and Soviet leadeT Leo­ 
nid I. Brezhnev exchanged a series of 
messages Thursday, and arrived at an 
agreement that neither nation would 
honor Egypt’s request for Soviet and 
American military personnel to police 
cease fire lines in the Middle East. 
Nixon said he would characterize the 
communications 
with 
Brezhnev 
as 
“very tough.” 
Nixon’s announcement of a major re­ 
duction in the alert ordered for Ameri­ 
ca’s 2.3 million military personnel was 
an indication that the threat of milita­ 
ry confrontation between the United 


States and Russia was passed. 
“The alert has already been dis­ 
continued with regard to NORAD (The 
North 
American 
Air Defense Com­ 
mand) and with regard to SAC (the 
Nuclear 
armed 
strategic 
air com­ 
mand),” Nixon said. 
“As far as the other forces are con­ 
cerned, they are being maintained in a 
state of readiness. The Soviets are 
maintaining some of their forces in a 
state of readiness.” 
SAC makes up America’s nuclear 
strike force of bomber and missile 
crews. NORAD provides America with 


defense against enemy air attack. 
Earlier Friday Defense 
Secretary 
James R. Schlesinger had announced 
the 36,000 U.S. troops in Alaska, Cen­ 
tral America and South America were 
taken off alert at midnight Thursday. 
Nixon did not say when the nuclear 
and air defense forces came off of 
alert. 


U.S. intelligence sources said there 
was no firm evidence yet the Soviet 
Union had relaxed the alert called for 
all seven divisions of its paratroopers— 
some 50,000 men—which was a major 
factor in creating 
the crisis. The 
United States thought late Wednesday

WASHINGTON (UP1) - President 
Nixon said Friday night a new special 
prosecutor will be named next week to 
handle the Watergate investigation so 
that a matter “which has so long con­ 
cerned the American people” can be 
resolved. 
Nixon told a nationally

news conference that the new prosecu­ 
tor, to replace fired Archibald Cox, 
would be named by Acting Attorney 
General Robert H. Bork. 
“ He will have independence, he will 
have total cooperation of the executive 
branch and he will have permanent 
responsibility to bring this 
matter 
which has so long concerned the Amer­ 
ican people, to bring it to a expeditious 
conclusion,” Nixon said. 
“ It is time for those who are guilty 
to be prosecuted; it is time for those 
who are innocent to be cleared.” 
Nixon also said that a White House 
counsel had consulted with Chief U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica earlier 
Friday and had arranged to meet with 
Sirica Tuesday to discuss delivery of 
secret tape recordings and other White 
House documents bearing on the scan­ 
dal to the court. 
Abandoned fight 
Nixon on Tuesday abandoned his 
three-month fight to keep the tapes se­ 
cret and said he would comply fully 
with the orders of two federal courts to 
surrender them to Sirica for review 
and probable submission to the Water­ 
gate grand jury.

“The vice president is a part of the 
administration, and to be worthy of 
this position he must be working in 
tandem with the President.” 


The contested tapes are considered a 
key toward unraveling the Watergate 
puzzle and determining who has been 
telling the truth about the bugging of 
Democratic party headquarters at the 
Watergate and its subsequent cover-up. 
Ousted White House Counsel John W. 
Dean III has testified publicly under 
oath he believes Nixon was part of the 
cover-up plot, a charge Nixon denies. 
Asked whether he would allow the 
new special prosecutor to go to court 
to subpoena White House documents, 
Nixon said, “ 1 would anticipate that 
would not be necessary.” 
In light of negotiations over the Wa­ 
tergate tapes, Nixon said, ‘ We found 
that these are matters that can be 
worked out and not by a suit being 
filed ...” 
Citing precedents from Presidents 
George Washington and Thomas Jeffer­ 
son, Nixon said every president has 
sought to protect the confidentiality of 
presidential papers. 
He said the m atter of the tapes had 
concerned him because they repre­ 
sented an “encroachment” of that 
privacy and the need to protect the 
confidentiality of future presidents.

He said the House Democratic lea­ 
dership has repudiated the view of hol­ 
ding Ford as a “ hostage.” but does not 
think they are sincere. The Democrats, 
he explained, are interested in delay­ 
ing action on Ford to gain as much 
political advantage as possible. 
“That may not be wrong, but we’re

He said the firing of Watergate spe­ 
cial prosecutor Archibald Cox, sending 
troops into Cambodia, and the con­ 
tainment of Congressionally approved 
funds—-three issues which opponents of 
the President cite as grounds for im­ 
peachment—amount to “an exercise of 
judgment,” and not the basis for im­ 
peachment. 


V i c e C h a i r m a n Howard Baker, 
R-Tenn., approved, and that Cox was 
the only participant who rejected the 
compromise.

Bonnoe Boyd of Harbor Car­

bleak fortress atop a

CHINO — The lay advisory com­ 
mittee of Chino General Hospital unan­ 
imously accepted the protest resigna­ 
tion of Dr. Carroll Herrmann as chief 
of ^staff Thursday afternoon and sup­ 
ported the hospital administrator in a 
conflict that has brewed for months 
with doctors. 
Dr. Herrmann and Dr. Clifton E. 
Sanborn of Upland who had served as 
chairman of pediatrics both submitted 
their 
resignations 
to 
administrator 
Gan 
iones 
Wednesday 
when 
no 
agreement could be reached on emer­ 
gency room policy. The two doctors re­ 
main as hospital staff members. 
Dr. George W. Wilson was appointed 
acting chief of staff. 
In a luncheon meeting. Jones briefed 
the seven members of the advisory 
committee on a conflict between ad­ 
ministration and medical staff over a 
rule in tHe bylaws of the medical staff. 
That rule did not permit the emer­ 
gency 
room 
physician to admit 
a 
patient to the hospital from the enter-

gency room. Jones requested that the 
doctors amend the rule in late Septem­ 
ber. but no action was taken, the ad­ 
ministrator claimed. 
Subsequently, the medical staff rec­ 
ommended the use of a roster. Under 
this, the emergency room physician 
had to phone the doctors listed until 
one called would agree to come to 
Chino General and admit the patient. 
This became a long and tedious task, 
said Jones and Uinda Spencer, director 
of nursing, and sometimes contributed 
to medical and emotional difficulties to 
patients. 
As request to permit the emergency 
doctor with a private practice to admit 
patients if necessary was submitted to 
the medical staff late this month after 
the 
roster 
system 
failed 
to 
meet 
patient need, Jones said. “The medical 
staff refused to pass it 
upon 
the 
grounds that it was unethical,” Jones 
noted. 
Jones then, with the approval of the

Trial set in $2 million

ludge Paul Egly has presided over at- 
empts at a negotiated settlement be- 
•ween attorneys for both sides. 


Young Kolar died In a cell at the 
tariff’s station after being seized by 
leputies sent to the 6100 b'ock of N. 
Joodway Drive, Azusa, to investigate 
•eports of a prowler. 


Deputy Alfred J. Meisel and Cadet 
Tennis R. Ingersol! reported that when 
hey arrived they found neighbors pin- 
hng Kolar to the ground. The officers 
idmitted 
later 
using 
a 
nightstick 
igainst Kolar’s throat during the ride 
o the station, but said they did so to 
iubdue him because he had been vio- 
ent. 


Kolar collapsed a few minutes after 
arrival and could not be revived. An 
autopsy reportedly attributed the death 
to a number of causes, including in­ 
juries suffered in the choking, extreme 
exertion, drug intoxication and a con­ 
genital heart ailment. 


But the victim's father maintained 
that a copy of the autopsy report he 
obtained mads no mention of con­ 
genital heart ailment, and he blames 
his son’s death exclusively on the man­ 
ner in which he was handled by arrest­ 
ing officers. Kolar has said lie seeks 
the judgment so the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment can be shown to have been at 
tault in the case and so that tne way 
arrested persons are handled may be 


changed. 


The death was investigated by both 
the sheriff’s homicide detail and by tne 
district attorney’s special invesiiga- 
tions department. Both reported fin­ 
ding no cause for criminal action 
against the deputies. 


rmann’s and 
Sanborn’s resignations 
followed. Jones predicted possible oth­ 
er protest resignations of staff doctors. 
According to Jones, Chino General 
Hospital had suffered losses of $600,000 
during its first year of operation, lar­ 
gely due to the emergency room con­ 
flict. He spoke of the conflicts between 
the hospital and the community due to 
the emergency room service. 
“ It is obvious that the community 
needs more continuity of care and sup­ 
port from its staff members to provide 
it. Feeling the rule restricts our ability 
to act. it was eliminated in the best 
interests of our patients. This is the 
first positive step that Chino General 
Hospital has made in some time,” he 
said. 
“ 1 was spending $175,000 a year to 
put a physician in the emergency room 
who was restricted in the care of his 
patients. What we’re saying is untie 
our hands and we’ll do some good. 1 
don’t want to get in all-out war with 
the doctors because that’s not going to 
hfdp us either. But after a year we 
should be going, we shouldn’t be hav­ 
ing these types of problems. We recog­ 
nize the need for a larger medical 
community and that’s what we’re try­ 
ing to do. I’m here to see that this 
hospital serves this community.” 
Ben Burrell, chairman of the advis­ 
ory committee, was emphatic in his 
support of Jones’ action. 
“ It was necessary to change the rule 
so 
the 
emergency 
room 
physician 
could hospitalize patients if they need 
hospitalization. In my estimation, this 
situation (otherwise) has been unwar­ 
ranted. It’s a necessity. Otherwise this 
hospital is going to fail and it must 
not. It’s too important.” 
Dr. Wilson, who will serve as acting 
chief of staff during the interim period 
before the official selection of a succes­ 
sor to Dr. Herrman, was confident of 
the future of Chino General. 
“ I don’t think that what has taken 
place changes the hospital staff ma­ 
keup a great deal. I don’t think that 
this represents any change in philoso­ 
phy of the hospital ownership or Its 
board of directors. Their one basic con­ 
cern is the provision of a quality 
health care facility to the community 
with the best professional coverage 
available. 
The 
board 
of 
directors’ 
move here is aimed at improving the 
hospital’s position in the community,” 
Dr. Wilson said. 
Dr. Herrmann is on a hunting trip in 
Montana and was not available for 
comment. 
Although Dr. 
Sanborn commented 
that the reason for his resignation as 
pediatrics head was ‘‘all one and the 
same,” he refused to elaborate on the 
exact reason lor his action.

Three other sites the board agreed to 
attempt to sell are Canyon View, Fair- 
view and Laura Lane. 


Three they felt should be retained tor 
possible future development are the 
Donoa, Forster and Reedview sites. 
T hese are in areas where future de vel- 
opment is anticipated, administrator-* 
said. 


Canyon View is adjacent to a golf 
course on land used primarily for agr­ 
iculture. Enrollment in areas adjacent 
to the Laura Lane site is expected to 
decline. The county has shown some 
interest in developing the Fairview site 
as a park. 


The purpose behind the new' state 
law. Assembly Bill 
142. is to put 
unused school property back on tax 
rolls, and it includes penalties tor dis­ 
tricts which do not have a construction 
plan for excess sites.

inals,” he said. 
“But society ’s responses to 
this form of crime appear to 
be confused. There are acade­ 
micians, civic leaders and 
legislators who discuss terror­ 
ism as a form of dissent that 
should be respected, or as a 
technique for rallying support 
to an unpopular cause that 
should be tolerated. 
“There are governments in 
some countries that accept 
terrorism as a method for ad­ 
vancing international policy, 


while others—sovereign 
na­ 
tions —permit themselves to 
be bullied by two or three 
gunmen,” he said. 
The other new development, 
he said, is that “crime today 
is computerized, 
financially 
sophisticated, and has mas­ 
tered the arts of systems 
analysis. 
Using 
computers, 
crooks are setting the sights 
of 
major 
crime 
at 
new 
highs.” 
A major share of such soph­ 
isticated crime, particularly 
in narcotics and 
securities 
fraud, is controlled by the 
Mafia, he said. 
He does not believe, he 


said, that crime is a response 
to a low standard of living. 
“To explain crime as being 
caused by poverty, bad hous­ 
ing, unemployment and simi- 
liar social ills is to bypass the 
penalties of where it’s at,” he 
said.

net Jupiter, scientists 
said 
recently. 
Radiation 
and 
electrical 
fields of greater force than 
any near Earth await Pioneer 
10 in the next several weeks 
and could ruin its working 
components, warned Dr. Fred 
Scarf and B.J. O’Brien, of 
TRW systems. 
TRW built Pioneer 
for 
N A S A . 
It was 
launched 
March 3, 1972, bound, on the 
first leg of its journey, to 
Jupiter 
620 
million 
miles 
away. 
The mission plan then cal­ 
led for it to swing around 
Jupiter, gaining speed from 
the crack-the-whip impetus of 
the planet’s gravity, and head 
on to bypass Saturn. It will 
inevitably, in the years to 
come, become the first man- 
made object to leave the so­ 
lar system, sailing past the 
orbit of Pluto into the vast 
r e a c h e s 
of 
interstellar 
space 
Scientists hope to maintain 
radio contact with it until 
1979. when it will be 1.5 bil­ 
lion miles away. 


It is estimated that it will 
reach the vicinity of the star 
A l d e b a r t n in 1.7 million 
years. 
The 560-pound probe 
has affixed to its side a plate, 
showing a nude man and 
woman and scientific symbols 
indicating the location of the 
Earth, to reveal its origin and 
the existence of human beings 
in case it should attract the 
attention of intelligent beings 
e l s e w h e r e on a journey 
through space oi millions of 
years. 
But scientists have now be­ 
come increasingly 
skeptical 
that Pioneer 10 can pass un­ 
scathed through Jupiter’s ra­ 
diation belt, which studies in­ 
dicate may be a million times 
stronger than Earth’s, Scarf 
said. 
‘ ‘ S u c h radiation could 
change the molecular struc­ 
ture of Pioneer’s systems and 
components, 
like 
radiation 
damage to the cornea of a hu­ 
man eye, changing It from 
transparent to transhiscent,” 
Scayf said. 
“ B e f o r e the spacecraft 
faces the radiation 
threat, 
however, it is expected to en­ 
counter the hazard of asso­ 
ciated electrical fields that 
could cause 
arcing on the 
probe that could bum out 
transistors and destroy sys­ 
tems and even imitate false 
commands to the probe.”

LAGUNA HILLS - Nestled 
in the rolling hills of Southern 
California between Los Ang­ 
eles and San Diego where 
t h o u s a n d s of cattle once 
grazed. Lion Country Safari is 
the home-away-from-home of 
hundreds 
of 
lions, 
tigers, 
cheetahs and other wildlife of 
Africa. 
LCF, dedicated to the pro­ 
tection and propagation of 
w i l d animals, particularly 
those on the world’s “ rare 
and endangered” list, is pro­ 
bably the only “ tourist attrac­ 
tion” where you can earn col­ 


lege credit. 
Transplanting an African 
wildlife preserve to a 485 acre 
tract of the Irvine Ranch in 
Orange County was the idea 
of Harry Shuster, 38-year old 
attorney and an ardent con­ 
servationist. Raised in Africa, 
Shuster was intrigued to ob­ 
serve tens of thousands of 
animal-lovers from all over 
the world traveling to Africa 
to visit the big-game parks. 
In 1967 he decided to open an 
authentic African preserve in 
the United States. 
The basic idea, wild anim­ 
als roaming free in their 
simulated native habitat while 
humans are “ caged * in their 


automobiles, Is revolutionizing 
the age-old concept of zoos. 
The first LCS was estab­ 
lished six years ago on a 640- 
acre section of the Florida 
Everglades, 17 miles west of 
Palm Beach. It was an In­ 
stant success. The park was 
Jammed with visitors, and 
w i l d l i f e 
conservationists 
praised its practices and lofty 
aims. 
So enthusiastic 
wa* 
the 
popular and scientific recep­ 
tion of the new preserve, 
Shuster opened three others 
and will soon launch four 
more. The second LCS was in 
California, and like its prede­ 
cessor an immediate success, 


drawing 1.2 million visitors 
the first year. Last year a 
third park was opened in the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area of 
Texas, and two months later 
a fourth opened its gates near 
Atlanta, Ga. 
S h u s t e r , president and 
board chairman of the rapidly 
expanding organization, will 
open preserves next summer 
near Cincinnati, Ohio; Rich­ 
mond, Va.; St. Louis, Mo.; 
and Tokyo, Japan. 
LCS has now become big 
business (its stock is listed 
under the apt symbol GRR) 
but from the start it was 
more than a commercial suc­ 
cess. In an era suddenly dee­ 


ply concerned with ecology, it 
is making substantial con­ 
tributions to the conservation, 
preservation and propagation 
of African wildlife. 
California’s 
LCS 
in 
1971 
held the first International 
Symposium on Ecology, Be­ 
havior and Conservation of 
the World’s Cats, a confer­ 
ence that drew more than 100 
leading zoologists, ethologists 
and wildlife conservationists 
from around the world. 
The Orange County pre­ 
serve also offers its facilities 
to schools and colleges for 
courses such as 
“ Wildlife 
Conservation 
and 
Manage­ 
ment” and “ Natural History 


and Behavior of Wild Anim­ 
als” (Cal State Irvine) and 
lectures and field trips for 
students at UCLA, Cal State 
Fullerton, Cal State North- 
ridge and others. 
Elementary and high school 
students tour the park in 
school buses, goggling at free- 
roaming lions who come to 
sniff the tires, and taking 
sr upshots of elephants, rhi­ 
noceroses and other wildlife. 
Scientists come from all over 
the world to do research for 
publication of scientific ar­ 
ticles on such topics as treat­ 
ment of liver ailments in 
cheetahs, reproductive biolo-

the washer.

When baseball came west 


Although it would be half a century or more be­ 
fore Big League baseball came to California, sports 
minded Pomonans were enjoying, to a degree at 
least, the privilege of witnessing first-hand that cali­ 
ber of the national sport as early as the year 1904 
right here in their own home town. 
And it all came about because the manager of the 
“Pomonas,” a baseball team which had achieved 
wide acclaim throughout Southern California, wasn’t 
about to let the Los Angeles “Owis” prove them­ 
selves superior to our local nine. So that manager, 
at no little expense, went out and hired himself 
some v ictory' insurance. His strategy' was glowingly 
reported in the Dec. 16, 1904, issue of the Pomona 
Daily Review. 
“ Oscar Jones, w'ho is one of the foremost profes­ 
sional baseball pitchers in the country' and who 


earns a salary' of $4,000 for a summer season at ball 
twirling, is in town,” the Review article stated. “ He 
had a good season w'ith the Brooklyn Nationals and 
won a large majority of his games. Jones is one of 
the star pitchers of the National League. The ma­ 
nagement of the Pomonas has secured Jones’ serv­ 
ices for a few games thus giving the enthusiastic 
local fans a chance to see a first class National 
League pitcher in action. Next Sunday he will en­ 
deavor to fool the Owls, of Los Angeles, an exceptio­ 
nally strong team.” 
Now unfortunately I am unable to tell you whe­ 
ther or not Jones really did “ fool the Owls,” for my 
file of the 1904 Pomona Daily Review has some 
issues missing. But still it’s nice to know that when 
it came to bringing Big League baseball to Califor­ 
nians, Pomona was way ahead of its time.

A controversial woman who 
rose from an 
insignificant 
southern family to become 
the wife of one of the most 
powerful men in the country 
now finds herself, and her 
husband, fallen from glory. 
Martha has always been hon­ 
est, if not always wise, in her 
a p p r a i s a l of herself, her 
friends and the officials with 
whom she has had contact. 
This comprehensive biogra­ 
phy of Martha Mitchell is am­ 
ply laced with her own words

It was Martha who said

meetings, Martha wras used to 
fending for herself. 
She admits that she “ ma­ 
jored in boys” in high school 
and at the several colleges 
she attended. Her first mar­ 
riage was not ended until af­ 
ter she had already fallen. in 
love with John Mitchell wrho 
was also still married at the 
beginning of their romance. 
She was not too popular 
with many government work­ 
ers. In fact while the Nixon 
administration was stressing 
e c o n o m y , Martha insisted 
that the azalea bushes and

This is the story of Joel Da­ 
vid Kaplan’s escape by heli­ 
copter from a Mexican pri­ 
son. The title stems from the 
ten seconds the 
helicopter 
remained on the ground with­ 
in the prison walls when it ar­ 
rived to lift Kaplan and his 
cellmate out of the prison. Ap­ 
parently this departure f>om 
prison is not a crime under 
Mexican law. 
A summary of Kaplan’s life 
style, family, associate*, pos- 
s i b 1 e involvement on the 
fringes of Latin American 
political activity, arrest, trail 
—or lack of one—and his nine 
yeais of imprisonment includ­ 
ing his repeated efforts to es­ 
cape make interesting read­ 
ing. especially to mystery and 
espionage fans. 
The possible involvement of 
people in high positions in at 
least two governments seem 
more plausible now than it 
would have two years ago. 
This “ true — but not the 
whole truth” report might be 
considered highly improbable 
if presented as fiction. No he­ 
roic knights or saints are rev­ 


ealed and none are nec essary 
in order to h »ld the reader’s 
attention until the end of the 
book.

UNGLAZED CHINA by J. 
T. Wison. Saturday Review 
Press, $9.95. 
For those with an Interest 
in contemporary Asia, “ Ung­ 
lazed China” is a tasty mor­ 
sel. It is, however, something 
less than a full banquet. 
The two year gap between 
the author’s tour and the pub­ 
lication of his book has effec-

tively robbed it of its useful­ 
ness for the careful China 
watchers. 
On the other hand, tor the 
person with a casual acquain­ 
tance with recent events in 
the Orient, Professor Wilson’s 
work will be 
enlightening. 
Readers whose tastes include 
Chinese cooking, travel, or 
the physical sciences will be 
very pleased with this book. 
A Canadian scientist on his 
second tour of China, Wilson 
uses the diary style for his 
narrative. His clear if rather 
pedestrian style is enhanced 
by his objectivity and his eye 
for details. He stopped in 
many areas of China while 
giving lectures and inspecting 
the progress being made there 
in the fields of geology and 
earthquake analysis. 
Most of Wilson’s few com­ 
ments about political matters 
in China are limited to his 
short epilogue. He does, how­ 
ever, make some references 
to the changes which he noted 
b e t w e e n conditions which 
existed in 19,58 and those of 
1971. 


Wilson\s book should please, 
in varying degrees, all rea­ 
ders except confirmed China 
haters. His statements are 
not laced with fawning praise 
of Mao and his communists, 
but he does believe that many 
improvements 
have 
been 
made in tha living conditions 
of the people. 
Professor Wilson was par- 
icularly impressed with the 
extensive reforestation which 
he observed. Further, he no­ 
ticed a great relaxation in se­ 
curity precautions for foreign 


travelers. 
The constant drive to grow, 
change, and improve has also 
slackened markedly from its 
former suicidal pace. Today’s 
China produces most of her 
own heavy equipment, scien­ 
tific hardware, and consumer 
goods. The workers still har­ 
bor considerable resentment 
against Russia for lea\ ing 
them holding the bag 
on 
in any economic projects. 
On the other hand, Wilson 
and his wife were displeased 
with the constant blare of 
martial music at regular in­ 
tervals and viewed with dis­ 
may the few “hard shell, 
hard sell” communists they 
encountered. 
The Red Guard movement 
of the late 1960s had greatly 
disrupted the work of the uni­ 
versities and scientific aca­ 
demies. One residual effect 
was the continuing hiatus in 
the publication of all scientif­ 
ic periodicals. 
The Wilsons found that the 
younger scientists they met 
were woefully ignorant of 
both Western scientific prac­ 


tices and languages. 
It is the author’s belief that 
China is not a police state, 
but rather a nation appar­ 
ently succeeding in its social 
experiment. Life is slow, even 
somber, under Mao’s purita­ 
nical, hygenic rule. While the 
lot of the people is dull com­ 
pared with Hong Kong, the 
Wilson’s also viewed it as a 
secure and orderly life. They 
people, they say, are less 
isolationist than before and 
seem more willing to learn 
from the West. 
The author found work in­ 
centives at all levels a mar­ 
ked deviation from Marxist 
economic doctrines.

China's excellent cuisine and 
the population’s penchant for 
potted plants and chain smok­ 
ing.

Album Beat 
Gaye comes back to his own sound

Marvin Gaye, “ Let’s Get It 
On” 
(M ot o w n 
Records 
T329V1). 
A f t e r 
“ Trouble 
Man,” 
Gaye’s last album, this new 
one is a pleasant surprise. 
‘Trouble Man,” a soundtrack 
trom a film of the same 
name, did not have the Mar­ 
vin Gaye style — it was a 
real disappointment to me al­ 
ter hearing his first album, 
“ VVluu’s Going On,” a colos­ 
sal hit. Three of its cuts — 
“ Mercy Mercy Me,” “ Inner 
City Blues” and the title song 
— were smash singles. 
Weil, Gaye has come back 
to his own beat with his ne­ 
west Lp “ Let’s Get It On.” 
I his album marks a renewal 
of Gaye’s substantial ventures 
into romantic soul. But the 
songs on this album are not 
in the same mold as the ear- 
l i e r “ What’s 
Going 
On.” 
There seems to be a blending 
of Gaye’s original soul with a 
definite jazz Influence. Some­ 
how the new album is differ­ 
ent — it is pleasantly differ­ 
ent, easy to listen * to, but 
Gay« has introduced a new 
element, a tough eroticism. 
Some of the cuts display a 


provocative, 
devilish, 
me­ 
dium - tempo, and frequently 
risque quality in lyrics. All 
the songs are still tasteful 
and full of that quality Gaye 
puts Into a song. He puts his 
all into his music and this is 
evident by the cuts on this 
album. Gaye is more than 
just a soul singer. It’s his 
base but not all this talent is 
pure soul. 
The LP tells Gaye fans that 
he is not just a soul singer. 
He produced the entire al­ 
bum, his first production ef­ 
fort. Ihe songs are up tempo, 
'lhey bring across a gentle 
but sometimes barbed social 
message which can only be 
appreciated by listening to 
the album. 
“ Let’s Get It On,” the first 
cut on the album, sets the 
soul beat so popular with 
Gaye fans. Slow and easy 
with Just a hint of the jazz 
interpretation 
talked 
about 
earlier. A real soft and up 
tempo 
ballad . . . good 
for 
listening or dancing. It’s the 
longest cut on the album (al­ 
most five minutes) and the 
best. But, really, the rest of 
the first side doesn’t leave 
much to be desired. “ Please

t olive plant 


ONTARIO — The C. C. Gra- 
>r Co., Ontario’s oldest busi- 
ess firm, has built its repu- 
ation on olives with a simple, 
ime-honored formula. 
That formula, developed 78 
•ears ago by the company’s 
ounder C. C. Graber, is to 
ake only tree-ripened olives 
nd put them through a slow, 
careful curing process, with­ 
out using any means to artifi­ 
cially color the fruit. 
•’Our main secret is being 
careful In our curing process 
and getting only the best se­ 
lection of fruit,” says Betty 
Graber, v hose husband, Bob, 
Is now president of the com­ 
pany. 
This approach differs from 
that used by big commercial 
firms, who harvest 
olives 
while they are still green, oxi- 


dize them until they turn a 
blackish color, and sometimes 
add an iron compound to 
make them still darker. 
Originally 
grown 
locally, 
Graber olives are now pro­ 
duced on farms in Tulare 
County in central California. 
From 
there 
the 
fruit 
is 
shipped here to the plant at 
315 E. Fourth St. where they 
are canned in pint tin cans. 
At the plant, the olives a^e 
placed in the 550 concrete 
vats and cured by a ‘‘secret 
process” developed by the 
founder. Each vat Is Indivi­ 
dually treated. The fruit re­ 
mains in the vat until the de­ 
sired color and delicate flavor 
are brought out. 
The curing process usually 
takes several weeks, Mrs. 
Graber said.

The olive season begins in 
the fall and runs through De­ 
cember, she said. However, 
due to an ‘‘early season” this 
year, the canning will begin 
today. Generally, the canning 
does not begin until the first 
week in November. 
Graber products 
can 
be 
purchased separately or m 
gift packages with other Cali­ 
fornia-grown products which 
have been packaged for the 
company. 
An acute shortage of olives 
several years ago prompted 
the Graber* to look for other 
gift packages. 
Almonds, wine jellies, dates, 
figs, marmalades and pre­ 
serves are among the other 
California products packaged 
for Graber. 
Since 1900 the Graber Com­ 
pany has carried on a suc­ 
cessful mail order business 
across the nation. Today, that 
business Is still substantial, 
but purchases in the sales 
shop have rapidly been in­ 
creasing in the past sevetal 
years as more people dis­ 
cover the Graber complex. 
Besides the plant where the

Angelo Argea likes his job. He’s been the 
tour caddy for golf pro Jack Nicklaus for the 
past 11 years. A playing golf professional makes 
his living playing golf. Angelo’s boss has won 
more money during his career than any other 
golfer in history. 
A touring caddy is one that carries clubs 
for a special pro and no one else. Both women 
and men pros have them. A caddy follows the 
golfer from tournament to tournament. He 
gets to travel and see a lot of the country and 
its golf courses. 
Like any tour caddy, Angelo “steps off the 
course” before play starts. This means that he 
walks around the course and counts how many 
strides it is from one point to another. Then 
he writes it down. In pract ice rounds, Nicklaus 
will “step off the yardage" and the two will 
compare notes. By knowing the distances, 
Nicklaus will know which club to use. If Nick­ 
laus asks his advice, Angelo will suggest a club. 
Caddying for a pro is serious business. 
Often a great deal of money is at stake. Each 
pro works out the salary for his own caddy. 
Some caddies receive a fee for each tourna­ 
ment, plus a percentage of the pro’s winnings. 
A caddy has other jobs too. When the 
tournament is too far away for the pro to drive 
to he will often fly. His caddy will drive his 
car and meet him there. 
Out of about 25 tournaments Nicklaus 
played this year, Angelo caddied for 18. Some 
golf tournaments, such as the Masters, won’t 
let the pros use their own caddies. 
Not all professionals have touring caddies. 
Each tournament has a Caddy Master whose 
job it is to 1 ine up local people to carry the bags. 
These caddies usually attend classes where 
they are given special training. When playing 
time comes, the caddies draw their pros name 
out of a hat. 
Jack Nicklaus used to caddy for his father. 
Lee Trevino, Tom Weiskopf and Bud Allin 
caddied when they were growing up. It’s a 
good way to learn the game of golf. It’s also a 
good way to pick up some extra spending 
money.

The Mini Page Goes to a 
Golf Tournament 


A pro golf tournament is 
usually sponsored by a group 
that sells tickets and makes 
plans with the help of the 
PGA, the Professional Golf 
Association, or the LPGA, 
the Ladies Professional Golf 
Association. These pro organ­ 
izations are made up of play­ 
ing pros who make money by 
winning at tournaments, and 
club pros who run pro shops 
and give golf lessons. 
Here are some of the many 
people who help at a golf 
tournament. 
The Standard Bearer 


The standard bearers are probably the youngest 
helpers. They carry the score signs and walk at least 
18 holes. 
The numbers on the sign show a plus or minus par 
score. If par on a hole is 5, and a player is in the hole 
in 4 shots, the score will be —1. 
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Information helpers an­ 
swer questions and pass 
out starting sheets that 
give the order and time 
thateach player tees off. 


Marshals help control 
the crowd. They ask the 
fans to be quiet and very 
still. 
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Scorekeepers follow the 
players around and call 
in the scores at tele- 
I 
hones set up on each 
ole. 


“Scope” sellers sell card­ 
board “scopes”. These 
are long boxes with mir­ 
rors placed in such a way 
to enable fans to see over 
crowds.

Birdie: When a player hits one stroke below 
par we say he shot a “Birdie.” 
Bogey: When a player hits two strokes over 
par. 
Putt: A short stroke taken on the green. 
Green: The area around the cup or hole. 
Eagle: When a player hits two strokes below 
par. 
Divot: The piece of ground knocked out by 
golfer when ne hits the ball. 
Fore: A warning cry to person that might be 
hit by a ball. 
Match Play: Each hole is a contest. The play* 
er who wins the most number of holes wins the 
match. 
Medal Play: A player with the lowest total 
score wins the game. 
Round: A player plays a round when he plays 
all the holes in the correct order. 
Tee: A little holder from which the golfer “tees 
off” or hits the first ball on each hole.
